REPORT 


BOARD    OK   EDUCATION, 

OF    THE 

TOWN   OF  ROLLINSFORD,  FOR  THE  YEAR  END, 
ING  MARCH  13,  1888. 

In  obedience  to  the  laws  of  the  State,  and  in  compliance 
to  a  long  established  custom,  the  Board  of  Education  for 
the  town  of  Rollinsford,  present  their  Annual  Report  of  the 
condition  of  the  different  Schools  in  town,  under  their  care. 

Miss  Mabel  E.  Wheeler,  of  this  town,  taught  the  Quamp- 
hegan  School.  The  drill  she  received  at  the  Normal  School, 
in  the  best  methods  of  teaching,  and  from  which  she  is  a 
graduate,  was  of  great  assistance  to  her  in  this,  almost  her 
first  attempt  in  teaching.  Her  school  was,  pei'haps,  the 
most  difficult  to  discipline  and  manage  successfully  of  any 
other  under  our  care.  But  she  took  hold  of  her  work  in 
earnest,  and  used  her  energies  to  inspii-e  her  pupils  with 
the  same-  spirit  and  devotion  for  acquiring  knowledge, 
which  she  herself  felt,  and  as  a  consequence,  her  labors 
proved  a  success.  The  examinations  at  the  close  of  all  the 
school  terms  of  the  year,  gave  evidence  of  thorough  and 
careful  teaching,  and  the  improvement  made  was  highly 
satisfactory. 

Miss  Celia  A.  Wentworth,  of  Rochester,  has  added 
another  to  her  many  successive  years  of  teachuig  the  Cen- 
tral School,  and  the  satisfaction  given,  and  the  success  that 
has  always  attended  her  labors,  have  continued  unabated, 
and  fully  equal  that  of  any  former  year.  Her  experience 
as  a  teacher,  and  her  ability  in  imparting  instruction  to 
the  young,  make  her  a  most  acceptable  teacher.  We  were 
glad  to  witness  the  attendance  of  so  many  young  men  dur- 
ing the  Winter  term,  who  all  seemed  to  realize  the  import- 
ance of  the  work  before  them,  and  manifested  a  real  desire 
to  fit  themselves  for  the  trust  and  duties  of  life. 
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The  Rollins  School  was  conducted  by  Miss  Lizzie  M. 
Warren,  of  this  town,  who  had  charge  of  it  last  year.  She 
is  well  qualified  for  her  position,  and  her  whole  heart  is  in 
the  work  of  her  choice.  This  school  has  been  very  small 
for  many  years,  and  has  rather  decreased  than  increased  the 
past  year,  the  tendency  of  which  is  to  produce  a  lack  of 
ambition  among  the  pupils,  for  want  of  sufficient  numbers 
to  create  a  wholesome  rivalry,  and  even  more  energy  is  re- 
quired on  the  part  of  the  teacher,  in  a  school  like  this,  to 
wake  up  and  keep  alive  the  dormant  faculties,  than  in  one 
of  much  greater  numbers.  Yet,  the  teacher  here  has  fully 
met  this  difficulty  by  encouraging  each  pupil  to  study  for 
the  love  of  it,  and  for  the  future  benefit  to  be  derived  from 
it,  and  as  a  result,  the  scholars  have  been  deeply  interested 
in  their  studies,  and  we  have  rarely  seen  children  better 
drilled  in  the  different  branches  taught,  or  acquit  them- 
selves in  a  more  scholarly  manner. 

The  school  near  the  turnpike  has,  for  many  successive 
years,  been  under  the  care  of  Miss  Clara  W.  Garvin,  of 
this  town.  Her  scholars  perfectly  understand  what  she  re- 
quires of  them,  and  render  her  prompt  and  cheerful  obedi- 
ence, being  ready  at  all  times  to  do  their  very  best.  In 
this  school,  teacher  and  pupil  work  in  perfect  harmony.  It 
is  not  difficult  to  tell  the  result  of  such  careful  training,  for 
it  could  not  be  otherwise  than  good,  and  consequently  could 
be  correctly  and  easily  anticipated.  Miss  Garvin  has  prov- 
ed herself  a  wise  and  efficient  teacher,  by  the  continued 
good  discipline  sustained  at  all  times,  among  her  pupils,  and 
also  by  the  rapid  advancement  they  have  made  in  the  vari- 
ous studies  pursued. 

The  Readers  in  our  schools,  having  been  used  many 
years,  and  the  pupils  having  become  very  familiar  with 
them,  we  thought  best  to  introduce  an  entire  new  set,  con- 
structed and  arranged  on  a  new  plan.  The  wisdom  of  this 
change  was  manifest  at  the  very  commencement,  for  the 
scholars  at  once  showed  an  unusual  degree  of  interest  in 
their  reading  lessons,  which  continued  unabated  to  the  close 
of  the  year.  Whatever  inspires  the  youthful  mind  with  a 
love  for  reading,  and  a  desire  for  acquiring  knowledge, 
should  never  be  withheld,  for  it  is  the  great  channel  through 
which  a  larger  part  of  our  useful  information  is  acquired. 
We  also  thought  it  advisable  to  put  a  new  set  of  Arithme- 
tics into  our  schools,  for  the  same  reasons  as  of  changing 
the  readers,  and  these,  too,  have  met  the  approval  of  both 
teacher  and  pupil,  and  the  interest  shown,   and  advance-

ment  made  in  this  most  useful  branch  of  learning,  havecon- 
Adnced  us  that  their  introduction  was  not  premature.  For 
many  years  the  Rollins  School  House  has  been  very  much 
out  of  repair,  and  we  thought  it  advisable  to  put  it  in  a 
better  condition  for  school  purposes,  and  have  given  the 
whole  building  all  needed  repairs,  including  painting,  both 
inside  and  out. 

We  have  also  painted  the  outside  of  the  school  house  near 
the  Turnpike,  as  it  was  much  needed  to  preserve  its  exteri- 
or, and  to  give  the  building  a  good  healthy  look.  The  in- 
side is  in  excellent  condition,  and  will  need  but  trifling  ex- 
penditures for  many  years  to  come.  Both  these  buildings 
now  present  a  comely  appearance  to  the  traveller  who  may 
pass  them,  while  their  inside  looks  inviting  and  cheerful, 
and  are  very  convenient  and  well  adapted  to  school  purpo- 
ses. We  believe  our  school  houses  should  be  in  good  con- 
dition at  all  times,  that  the  district  should  cheerfully  and 
promptly  advance  the  means  to  make  all  necessary  repairs^ 
when  needed,  for  where  our  children  are  to  spend  so  many 
years  of  their  lives,  should  be  a  place  pleasant  to  look  at,, 
and  comfortable  to  occupy.

It  seems  unnecessary  for  your  Committee  to  make  any 
extended  report  in  regard  to  our  Schools,  for  all  who  are 
connected,  or  in  any  way  interested  in  them,  must  feel  that 
they  are  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition,  and  fully  up  to 
the  standard  which  they  have  maintained  in  the  past. 

Miss  Nellie  F.  Lord  has  taught  the  Primary  School, 
with  an  average  attendance  of  62  ;  and  Miss  Akna  L. 
Wentworth  the  Intermediate  School,  average  attendance 
36.  These  teachers  need  no  praise  or  comment  from  us, 
for  their  faithful  and  excellent  work  speaks  for  itself. 

Mrs.  Sara  F.  G-.  No  well  has  had  charge  of  the  Gram- 
mar School  the  past  year,  with  entire  satisfaction  to  your 
Committee,  and  as  far  as  we  can  learn,  to  all  in  the  district. 
We  consider  Mrs.  Nowell  an  excellent  teacher.  The  aver- 
age attendance  has  been  31. 

The  vacancy  in  the  High  School  caused  by  the  resignation 
of  Mr,  F.  R.  Hathaway,  at  the  close  of  the  spring  term,  has 
been  filled  by  Mr.  H.  L.  Allen,  of  Alfred,  Me.  Mr.  Allen 
came  here  very  strongly  recommended  as  a  teacher,  and  we 
think  has  shown  that  those  recommendations  are  wellground- 
ed.  We  are  much  pleased  with  Mr.  Allen's  success  in  this 
school.     The  average  attendance  has  been  24.
